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Abstract 


The basic error made in three recent academic articles about the Order of Nine Angles, O9A/ONA, {1} has been 
repeated in a July 2024 article by Mathieu Colin. {2} Which error is the use of secondary sources instead of primary 
sources {3} in defining what the OYA is, as in its esoteric philosophy) and what constitutes its praxis and its aims. 


The genesis of the error is in not clearly defining what an O9A primary source is. In this article we shall examine (i) the 
O9A sources used by Mathieu Colin and by the authors of those three recent academic articles, and (ii) some of the 
assumptions they make about the O9A. 
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Part One 


Three Academic Articles: Sources And Assumptions 


1. Occult Beliefs and the Far Right: The Case of the Order of Nine Angles 


Shanon Shah, Jane Cooper & Suzanne Newcombe state that their 'primary sources’ are online texts "produced by the 
ONA and groups associated with it" from which they selected texts cited in recent media coverage because in their 
opinion these selected texts are internal (emic) sources produced by ONA "insiders or spokespersons". They also write 
about "ONA members" and cite various texts by such "members". 


This raises the issues of who is an ONA insider, who is an ONA spokesperson, and who is an ONA member, and what 
qualifies them to occupy, or who appoints them to such positions; what criteria is used to select members and how do 
they become members. 


The authors not only do not answer such questions, but do not cite texts by Anton Long about which texts the authors 
of The Order of Nine Angles: Cosmology, Practice & Movement write "form the basis of the philosophy and practices" of 
the O9A and that they "give Long’s texts more weight than those of others because his writings are repeatedly 
referenced by O9A texts as the foundation of the philosophy." 


i) In regard to ONA ‘insiders or spokespersons’, in Occult Beliefs and the Far Right: The Case of the Order of Nine 
Angles the authors write that "according to Chloe 352, an Outer Representative of the ONA'..." 


However, Anton Long wrote in a text Those Who Are Our Kind, 


"An interesting and instructive example of our Labyrinthos Mythologicus is the so-called ‘outer 
representative’. This was just a minor ploy among the many minor and major ploys and tests used during 
Phase Il, and thus was part of the 'sinister game’ we have played for several decades. The ploy was for a 
candidate or an initiate to openly disseminate ONA material, and possibly give interviews about the O9A to 
the Media, under the guise of having been given some sort of 'authority' to do so even though such an 


authority - and the necessary hierarchy to gift such authority - was in fact a contradiction of our raison 
d'étre; a fact we of course expected those incipiently of our kind to know or sense. 


This ploy, this jape, in its primal form, was first used on one promising candidate (Martin S) during the late 
1980s who met with 'Stephen Brown' on the Long Mynd in Shropshire, the candidate in question being then 
associated with the Temple of Set. 


Indeed, Martin S was mentioned by name in a letter which a certain Mr Austen wrote to ‘Stephen Brown' 
some years later (the surname of the person was redacted by us when Austen's letter was published, in 
1992, in volume 2 of The Satanic Letters {4} together with an interesting reply from Stephen Brown). In the 
case of 'Martin' he was initially offered the editorship of the then already established Fenrir journal, a few 
years before CB became editor. Such editorship would be not only a test for him - a test of his character, 
loyalty, commitment, knowledge, and so on - but also possibly a valuable learning experience along the 
sinister path. Just as the editorship of Fenrir - and the role-play of being ‘outer representative - was for CB 
who, to his credit saw through the ruse and instead used the ploy as an extended Insight Role in the process 
Satanically confusing and satisfyingly deceiving several people including journalists and self-professed (non- 
ONA) Satanists. Later on, CB for the same nefarious reasons relating to testing offered (at my suggestion) 
the non-existent réle of 'outer representative’ to Thornian, who by means of such role-play did some 
worthwhile work propagating the O9A and its mythos and possibly learned some valuable personal lessons in 
the process." {5} 


Hence those claiming in the past to be an or the outer representative for the O9A, or regarded by others as being a 
spokesperson for the O9A, do not and cannot speak or write on behalf of the O9A since, given the basic O9A axiom of 
the authority of individual judgment {6} they have no supra-personal authority to do so and are only presenting their 
own interpretation of or their personal views about the OYA. 


ii) In regard to ONA 'membership' Anton Long wrote, in a letter to Kimberly dated 25th September 1992 eh, and 
included in facsimile in volume II of The Satanic Letters of Stephen Brown, 


"Being a member of the ONA simply means that the individual follows, or tries to follow, the path to 
Adeptship as outlined in various works including Naos." {4} 


The quotation was also referenced in a 2021 compilation: 


"since the OYA is an Occult philosophy expounded in the writings of Anton Long between 1976 and 2012 -a 
philosophy explained in works by his students, such as The Seofonfeald Paeth - there are not now and never 
have been and could not be any members of a group, an entity, termed the order of nine angles. 


As Anton Long wrote in a letter to Kimberly dated 25th September 1992 eh, "being a member of the ONA 
simply means that the individual follows, or tries to follow, the path to Adeptship as outlined in various works 
including Naos." 


Thus, all that is required esoterically and exoterically to be a 'member' of the O9A/ONA is for an individual to 
follow, or to strive to follow, the decades-long and individual quest, the praxis, that is the Seven Fold Way."

Which returns us to the question, mooted in Appendix II here, of whether the OYA is an esoteric philosophy or an 
ideology, but if it either then it cannot have any members as the term has been and is used in respect of an organized 
group with a hierarchy or with officials who or which can confer or have the authority to confer membership. 
Furthermore, if the definition by Anton Long is accepted then the relevant question is whether those claiming 
membership or alleged by others to be members were following the decades-long individual quest that is the O9A 
Seven Fold Way, and if so where are the evidential facts that confirm such a personal quest, such as their diary written 
while they were undertaking the three to six month long Rite of Internal Adept. {9} 


2. Fredrik Gregorius 


In his chapter in Satanism: A Reader he uses three excerpts from the 1984 book The Black Book of Satan as a guide to 
explaining the ONA's version of Satanism, what the 'ONA organization’ purportedly defines as its 'Sinister Way', and 
what the ONA term ‘culling’, that is human sacrifice, means and implies. 


However, an examination of the Black Book of Satan, (BBS) a copy of which 1984 edition is in the British Library - 
General Reference Collection Cup.815/51, BNB GB8508400 - and of certain O9A texts, reveals four relevant things. 
First, as described in the 1984 BBS, "the whole text of the traditional Black Book is included in the present work, 
together with several additional chapters (e.g. Self-Initiation; Organizing and Running a Temple). These additions make 
this present work a concise practical handbook for those seriously interested in the Black Arts." 


Second, the copy of the Black Book of Satan (BBS) in the British Library does not mention the ‘order of nine angles’ or 
'ONA'. Third, several O9A sources describe the BBS as the work of one of the Yorkshire-based and satanist Temple of 
the Sun, {10} which was one of the three small pre-ONA groups or traditions, the other two of which were the Welsh 
Marches 'Camlad' Rounwytha tradition, and the Fenland pagan Noctulians with the triad later, post-1974, forming the 
ONA. Thus, as Anton Long wrote, using the pseudonym 'Stephen Brown’, {11} in a letter to David Austen dated 6th 
September 1992 eh, 


"This, and some of the rituals, was taken from a manuscript used by a group called 'The Temple of the Sun’. 
While this was a Left Hand Path group, it was not the ONA, nor even a part of the ONA, at the time the 
manuscript was written." {4} 


From the Temple of the Sun the ONA inherited a rudimentary grade system based on a hermetic 'seven fold way' and a 
‘traditional satanism' as described in the BBS, which 'satanism' Anton Long would significantly evolve, manifest in texts 
such as {12} with a fictionalized Temple of the Sun portrayed in his 1976 novella Falcifer, Lord of Darkness. {13} 


Fourth, that the context of both the BBS and of O9A 'satanism' is not given, which context is the Seven Fold Way (also 
known exoterically as the Sinister Way) with the BBS just something temporarily used by an External Adept as part of 
their training; one aspect of their sinisterly-numinous pathei-mathos, one part of their novitiate ‘rite of passage’ and 
thus used by them when they organize and run a ‘satanic temple' for between six and eighteen months. They then 
move on to the other tasks of the Seven Fold Way which includes the three to six month long rite of Internal Adept 
which they undertake alone in a wilderness area, and the subsequent lunar-month long Rite of The Abyss which again 
they undertaken alone, this time in a darkened cave or an underground cavern (qv. Appendix I: Rites of Internal Adept 
And The Abyss). 


This lack of context for O9A satanism resulted and results in a fundamental error made by many academics and by 
many others: the assumption that one specific and time-limited method (praxis) used in one stage of the decades-long 
hermetic Seven Fold Way, that of External Adept with its BBS and its satanism, represents the raison d'étre of the O9A. 


In a letter to Lea dated 23rd September 1990 ev Anton Long wrote: "Satanism is a form, like any other - a 'container' 
constructed in the causal world to effect certain changes. These are of an Aeonic kind." {4} 


As he explained in 2012: 


“Our real work, both as individuals and as an Order - our Magnum Opus - is genuinely esoteric and Occult, 
and thus concerned with lapis philosophicus and not with some purely causal self-indulgence, or some 
ephemeral outer change in some causal form or forms, or with using such forms to try and effect some 
external change. For it is this esoteric, this Occult, work which will, affectively and effectively, introduce and 
maintain the Aeonic changes we desire and plan for - in its own species of acausal Time." {14} 


Furthermore, 


"that what, for human beings, is esoteric, evolutionary - that which presences acausal energy and thus Life - 
is inner not outer change. That is, that no causal form, no non-Occult praxis, produces or can produce Aeonic 
change, although such forms, such praxis, may occasionally result in some, a few, individuals each century, 
via pathei-mathos, achieving a certain insight and understanding and thence becoming changed, more 
evolved, human beings. Or, expressed differently, the changes wrought by causal forms - by wars, 
revolutions, empires, nations, and through means such as politics or social reform, or by governments - are 
transient, and do not, over centuries, affeect human beings en masse. For humans remain and have 
remained basically the same; rather primitive beings, dependant on and in thrall to abstractions, to their 
emotions, to archetypal forces, and never developing their latent faculties, never fulfilling their Cosmic 
potential, with only a rare few human beings achieving wisdom. 


This is why initiatory Occult groups and orders of our kind exist - to manifest and maintain such 
understanding over centuries; to produce and encourage, over centuries, Aeonic changes, and to develop, 
evolve, human beings by means of Occult Arts and thus in the only effective way: from within; esoterically; 
by changing their character, their nature." {15} 


He also wrote, in 2012: 


"the penultimate stage (however named: Magus, GrandMaster, GrandLadyMaster) of that life-long genuine 
Occult journey which begins with initiation (of whatever kind: hermetic, ceremonial, self) is the same whether 
one began on, and thence followed, what has been described as 'The Left Hand Path’, or whether one began 
on, and thence followed, what has been described as 'The Right Hand Path’. For in the context of beyond The 
Abyss, such designations based on such a dichotomy become, and are, irrelevant because without sense and 
meaning. 


That is, the 'outer secret’ of the inner, the real, the living, alchemy is that the end and the result of both our 
apparently separate journeys is the same; the same place, the same understanding, the same knowledge. 
For wisdom is undivided, the same for all of us, whatever we believed or assumed when we began. Or 
expressed another way, lapis philosophicus is what it is, and always has been, and does what it does, and 
always has done, in terms of how it affects and changes those few who have succeeded in their decades-long 
endeavour and thus discovered it, and discovered it where it has always been hidden." {16} 


3. The Order of Nine Angles: Cosmology, Practice & Movement 
While the authors have multiple citations to writings by 'Chloe’, including her The Dreccian Way, who falsely claimed to 


be the ‘outer representative’ of the O9A, the authors to their credit include, in their footnote 79, part of the quotation, 
given above, from Anton Long's Those Who Are Our Kind. 


However, as is common in academia and elsewhere they categorize the O9A as "a satanist movement" with the 
implication that the raison d'étre of the OYA is 'satanist' or, as the authors of The Order of Nine Angles: Cosmology, 
Practice & Movement write the O9A's 'traditional; satanism', whereas a comprehensive study of the works of Anton 
Long - whose writings are regarded by many self-described O9A as the foundation of O9A philosophy - reveals two 
facts. 


First, that his writings about 'satanism' of whatever variety including their ‘traditional satanism' are polemics and part 
of the O9A's Labyrinthos Mythologicus designed: 


"to engender confusion, to provoke a reaction, to sow doubts, to cause dissent, to have mundanes repeat 
Magian mantras, to cause and to reveal differences among our own 'sinister kindred’, [and] are all part of the 
O9A's Labyrinthos Mythologicus. Those who understand this, understand the O9A. For denotatum is and has 
been and remains (at least for us) a useful part of 'the sinister dialectic'." {17} 


"[T]hose who are naturally of our kind - and those who when challenged reveal they have the potential to 
develope to become of our kind - will be able to work their way through our Labyrinthos Mythologicus to the 
essence, the centre (and then be able to find their way out). As we have mentioned before, we have certain 
standards. If people do not meet these standards, they are not good enough, and we have no interest in 
guiding them. It is for others to find us, and prove themselves, not the other way around. For instance, those 
who meet our esoteric and intelligence standards will find, discover, the clues we have left in many of our 
written works; as they will be able to see our fables, our causal forms, for fables and forms. They will see and 
perhaps laugh at some of the japes we have played on some people. In brief, they will be able to distinguish 
the esoteric from the exoteric, and mythos from practical exeatic living." {18} 


Second, that the essence, the raison d'étre, is the Seven Fold Way and the individual or companionable quest for Lapis 
Philosophicus {19} by means of which they not only develop an aeonic perspective and thus go beyond the causal 
form, the causal abstraction, termed 'satanism', but develop their own weltanschauung: 


"For the ONA, what matters is the individual developing, from their own years-long (mostly decades-long) 
practical experience, a personal weltanschauung: that is, discovering their own individual answers to certain 
questions concerning themselves, life, existence, the Occult, and the nature of Reality." {20} 


"Each individual developes their own unique perspective and insight as a consequence of striving to achieve 
Adeptship - a perspective and insight which derives mainly from practical experience, both magickal and 
personal. Thus we uphold anarchism." {21} 


For the aeonic perspective of the O9A provides an: 


“a-CauSal view of causal abstractions and of causal structures such as institutions, nations, States, Empires, 
and which causal abstractions include ideologies and religions and of course, as we have explained many 
times over the past four decades, includes -isms such as Satanism however and by whomsoever interpreted 
and defined, and political forms of National Socialism. This perspective is, to use a cliché, the soul of the O9A 
and can be cultivated, experienced, by the Seven Fold Way rite of Internal Adept as the 1990s Dyssolving, 
Diary Of An Internal Adept reveals." {22} 


In their conclusion the authors of The Order of Nine Angles: Cosmology, Practice & Movement write that: 


"It is important for law enforcement, analysts, and the broader counter-extremism community to be able to 
accurately understand and contextualize O9A’s fundamental beliefs and ideas. This article's extensive 
primary source-driven exploration of the philosophy, practice, and movement is meant serve as a foundation 
for discussions and investigations into O9A’s relationship to violent extremism." 


In respect of thei article our conclusion is that their "source-driven exploration" has ignored fundamental aspects of 
O9A philosophy and practice such as: 


i) the understanding of satanism and National Socialism as causal abstractions which an External Adept via Insight 
Roles and organizing and running a ‘satanic temple' can use, for a limited period, to gain practical experience in the 
real world as part of a much longer individual or companionable quest for Lapis Philosophicus by means of which quest 
they can develop an aeonic perspective and understand the temporal nature of all causal abstractions; and which 
understanding is evident in Naos, the primary source for the Seven Fold Way in which Satan is one of many archetypes 
- or Supernatural entities - employed in External Magick and in which there is no mention of satanism. {23} 


ii) the raison d'étre, the ethos, of the O9A which is: 


"succinctly expressed by three terms - mdOet-ud8o0c, KaAdG-Kaya8dc, and kindred-honour [...] That our ethos 
enshrines noble, cultured, personal behaviour should have been obvious to those incipiently of our kind given 
not only the clues scattered over decades among my writings and those of some others, but also by texts 
such as my The Gentleman's - and Noble Ladies - Brief Guide to The Dark Arts, my Concerning Culling as Art 
and my The De-Evolutionary Nature of Might is Right. 


In The Gentleman's - and Noble Ladies - Brief Guide to The Dark Arts published in 119 Year of Fayen [2008] | 


wrote: 


Outwardly, in terms of persona and character, the true Dark Arts are concerned with style; with 
understated elegance; with natural charisma; with personal charm; and with manners. That is, with 
a certain personal character and a certain ethos. The character is that of the natural gentleman, of 
the natural noble lady; the ethos is that of good taste, of refinement, of a civilized attitude. 


Which summarizes our aristocratic approach although that is not how our way has been perceived - for 
whatever reason or reasons - by Levey-type satanists, by Setians, by other Occultists, by academics, by 
journalists and by anti-fascists, who have all mistakenly grouped us with the uncouth, ignoble, 'might is right’ 
brigades." {17} 


In addition, the words, the theories, 


“of others, whomsoever they may be (including a certain Anton Long) - are only and ever, at their very best, 
an affective beginning of, an inspiration for, a personal journey that is always new, and is now, has been and 
always will be, practical, a direct learning from our own pathei-mathos. After this journey begins, the works, 
the words, of others, all -ologies and all -isms, are and must be discarded, replaced by our own learning, by 
the inspiration that is our own life; and which new learning, which new inspiration, of ours will and always 
should be discarded by others, when their own turn of pathei-mathos arises. 


This is the real essence of our Sinister Way - a way of useful and practical techniques which provoke inner, 
alchemical, change within individuals and which re-connect us to what exists beyond our still inherent 
causality. The words, the forms, are only words, forms - causal, temporal, vessels of the beyond-acausal 
wordless essence. An essence which has to be experienced, Known, presenced, understood, by each and 
every individual in their own way in their own fateful species of Time..." {24} 


iii) the understanding that

the emphasis is on individual, internal change, not on violent revolution with our aims Aeonic not causal. 
Thus we do not seek some causal violent revolution now or in the immediate future but an Aeonic change 
over decades, centuries. Way back in 2011 | wrote: 


The essence of the sinister (the Left Hand Path) association known as The Order of Nine Angles is 
that - as praxis, as a living society of diverse human beings - it is a sinister experiential means of 
individual and collective eleutheria. A practical way which enables our liberation from such forms 
(causal abstractions) as hold us in thrall physically, psychically, and collectively, and thence enable 
us to evolve ourselves, as individuals, and to establish new ways of living consistent with 
eleutheria, with our freedom to be unique individual human beings. 


</quote> {22} 


Thus, a comprehensive study of the writings of Anton Long presents a very different O9A to that presented by the 
authors of those three academic articles. 
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Part Two 


Mathieu Colin 
Accelerationism, Aesthetics, Sources, And Assumptions 


In his article Mathieu Colin {2} cites as an O9A source the 2015 compilation The Definitive Guide To The Order of Nine 
Angles {8} with all but one of his O9A citations to that compilation being to post-2012 articles by an anonymous 
author using the pseudonym R. Parker; the other citation an anonymous item dated 122 Year of Fayen (2011) signed 
using the letters 'AoB'. 


His other sources are to articles by journalists, reports by government or corporate funded or political policy groups, 
statements made in Press Releases by the US Department of Justice, {25} to the aforementioned three academic 
articles, and to an article by Senholt {26} and a book by Goodrick-Clarke. {27} All of which are secondary sources 
given that no evidence from primary sources, or evidential facts, are provided. 


His O9A sources are also to secondary not primary sources, because they represent the opinions and interpretations of 
self-described O9A adherents, and like the writings of self-declared ‘outer representatives’ posses no authority. 


O9A primary sources are arguably - qv. Part Part Three, The Question Of O9A Primary Sources - the writings of Anton 
Long, the founder of the O9A, and who, in the 1989 Naos collection of typescripts, {28} was the first to write about the 
practical Seven Fold Way with its tasks of External and Internal Adept, its Star Game, its practical challenges - such as, 
for men, walking thirty-two miles in hilly terrain in under seven hours while carrying a pack weighing at least 30 


pounds - and its Esoteric Chant. Anton Long also outlined the basis for the O9A esoteric tradition in the apolitical 
novellas of The Deofel Quartet, {29} the first written in 1976 and the last in 1992. 


Accelerationism 


Mathieu Colin writes that O9A "writings are part of the accelerationist trend," where the recent term accelerationism 
implies a specific praxis or strategy which is believed to be able to cause, to accelerate, the downfall of 'the 
Establishment’, or governments, in targeted nations, and as applied to ‘right-wing extremist’ groups or movements is 
said to involve tactics such as armed groups inciting violence, confronting and inciting 'minority (non-White) people’ 
and organizations; confrontation with the authorities such as the police; and 'lone-wolf' and group sabotage, and 
assassinations and terrorism. 


In terms of the O9A the example often used is O9A Insight Roles. However, as mentioned above in the_Fredrik 
Gregorius section, the importance of such Insight Roles is often exaggerated with certain suggested Insight Roles {30} 
erroneously used to described the raison d'étre of the O9A, whereas they are temporary experiences to be used by an 
External Adept for between six and eighteen months only, with the individual moving on to the other individual tasks of 
the Seven Fold Way such as the three to six month long rite of Internal Adept undertaken alone in a wilderness area, 
and the subsequent also individual lunar-month long Rite of The Abyss. {9} 


Furthermore, as applied to the O9A, accelerationism is irrelevant because a primary aim of the rite of Internal Adept is 
to develop what the O9A term a personal 'aeonic perspective’. As Anton Long noted, {11} 


"the O9A emphasis is on individual, internal change, not on violent revolution with our aims Aeonic not 
causal. Thus we do not seek some causal violent revolution now or in the immediate future but an Aeonic 
change over decades, centuries. Way back in 2011 | wrote: 


The essence of the sinister (the Left Hand Path) association known as The Order of Nine Angles is 
that - as praxis, as a living society of diverse human beings - it is a sinister experiential means of 
individual and collective eleutheria. A practical way which enables our liberation from such forms 
(causal abstractions) as hold us in thrall physically, psychically, and collectively, and thence enable 
us to evolve ourselves, as individuals, and to establish new ways of living consistent with 
eleutheria, with our freedom to be unique individual human beings [...] 


Our sinister liberation is of two kinds - the individual and the Aeonic, and both of these take certain 
durations of causal Time, from a few years in the case of individuals, to several centuries in the 
case of Aeonic liberation. This Aeonic liberation is the practical destruction of the existing status 
quo (manifest for instance in nation-States and their laws) and the emergence of our New Aeon, 
manifest in our new ways of sinister individual and tribal living." 


In 2011 he had also written: 


"One outward sign - if one is interested in such mundane things - of our practical deeds are our people. Their 
change, their transformation by their association with the ONA and their use of the praxis of the ONA. And it 
is these people who by this very transformation of themselves - and what many of them will subsequently do 
in the world of mundanes according to how the sinister mood takes them - that moves us toward our 
cauSally-understood aims and goals and which brings-into-being our new aristocracy spread over the world. 
A practical aristocracy which is sinisterly subversive not because it seeks to implement some abstraction in 
some cauSal time-scale or is motivated by some causal idealism (Such as overthrowing some nation-State), 
but because it aids and enhances the lives of those belonging to it in practical and often material ways - for 
instance, in terms of influence, in terms of providing goods and services, and in materially rewarding loyalty 
and honour and service to its members and participants." {18} 


That is, 


"the practical destruction of the existing status quo is Aeonic and the result of changing - liberating - 
individuals through pathei-mathos using techniques such as the Seven Fold Way with its ordeals and 
challenges for each individual spread over a decade or more." {11} 


Aesthetics 


Mathieu Colin also writes that what he terms OYA ideology can be understood through its aesthetics. Although it is 
disputable whether the OYA is an impersonal ideology or an individualistic esoteric philosophy, (qv. Appendix Il) a 
reading of texts by Anton Long - the foundation of O9A philosophy according to Gartenstein-Ross et al {2, ili} - 
indicates that in all meanings of the term ‘aesthetics’, ancient and modern, such as the motifs which define a particular 
collocation of things or a theory or philosophy regarding the perception of the beautiful, the O9A aesthetic is, as Anton 
Long said in his 2023 interview {11} evident in the Greek term kalos kagathos: 


"In essence, [the O9A ethos] can be summarized by dignity and by honour, be honour personal or kindred or 
both, and be such dignity and honour instinctive, a part of our character, our physis, or be it acquired via 
ma0€t-ud8oc, with KaAdc-Kaya8dc implying the dignified, cultured behaviour of the noble gentleman and the 
noble lady. Where by noble | do not mean acquired through accident of birth or wealth but instinctive or 


acquired via md@et-ud8oc and which maé8eEt-ud8oc includes the type of personal, educational, learning that 
Cicero championed. 


This is almost an Aeon away from what exists now in most countries of the modern West. It did exist in some 
countries for some centuries and was for example fictionally portrayed in many of the characters of Jane 
Austen such as Mr Darcy, Elizabeth Bennet, and Colonel Brandon, and in the characters Clive Wynne-Candy 
and Theo Kretschmar-Schuldorff in a 1943 film. 


| said 'did exist’ since such gentlemanly and lady-like behaviour has been almost ceaselessly and in my 
opinion deliberately ridiculed for over a century with the hoi polloi considered the ideal instead." 


Furthermore, 


"our ethos is succinctly expressed by three terms - md0€t-ud80c, KaAAOG-Kaya86c, and kindred-honour [...] 
That our ethos enshrines noble, cultured, personal behaviour should have been obvious to those incipiently 
of our kind given not only the clues scattered over decades among my writings and those of some others, 
but also by texts such as my The Gentleman's - and Noble Ladies - Brief Guide to The Dark Arts, my 
Concerning Culling as Art and my The De-Evolutionary Nature of Might is Right. 


In The Gentleman's - and Noble Ladies - Brief Guide to The Dark Arts published in 119 Year of Fayen [2008] | 
wrote: 


Outwardly, in terms of persona and character, the true Dark Arts are concerned with style; with 
understated elegance; with natural charisma; with personal charm; and with manners. That is, with 
a certain personal character and a certain ethos. The character is that of the natural gentleman, of 
the natural noble lady; the ethos is that of good taste, of refinement, of a civilized attitude. 


Which summarizes our aristocratic approach although that is not how our way has been perceived - for 
whatever reason or reasons - by Levey-type satanists, by Setians, by other Occultists, by academics, by 
journalists and by anti-fascists, who have all mistakenly grouped us with the uncouth, ignoble, 'might is right’ 
brigades." {31} 


In a letter to Michael Aquino dated 7th September 1990 ev, Anton Long mentioned that: 


“one essential personal quality is honour born from the quest for self-excellence and self- understanding. One 
either has this personal quality (or the potential to possess it) or one does not: intellectual debate about it is 
irrelevant. {32} 


That such texts by Anton Long, and his extolling of the virtue of honour, have been ignored by academics, and others, 
is perhaps indicative. In regard to the O9A and honour: 


"One of the primary aims of the ONA is to produce a new type of human being. This new human being will - 
compared to individuals at present - be a more evolved individual who fulfills some of the promise latent 
within us, aS a species. The Seven-Fold Way is one means whereby such a new individual can be produced 


Feved 


There is one thing and one thing alone which can produce such individuals: personal honour. True freedom, 
and true strength, arise when a person abides by a Code of Honour. The only law that this new individual will 
recognize and accept is the law of personal honour. The law of the New Aeon is the law of personal honour. 
The revolution which is necessary will be in part a revolution of ideals, with the ideal of personal honour the 
catalyst necessary to create a New Aeon from the destruction of the old. The law of honour means an end to 
the tyranny of governments; an end to all the old ideas of the old repressive Aeon." {33} 


The aesthetic of the OYA is also is manifest in its Esoteric Chants, {34} in the Way of the Rounwytha, {35} in the Rite 
of Internal Adept, and in the heroines of Anton Long's sinister fiction, for example Eulalia and Lianna in the Deofel 
Quartet. 
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Part Three 
The Question Of O9A Primary Sources 
Primary sources include contemporaneous manuscripts, letters, diaries, memoirs, personal journals, interviews, 
speeches, and other materials individuals used to describe (i) events in which they were participants or observers, and 
(ii) ideas or creations - such as a philosophy, music, literature, or art-work - which they were responsible for. 


Hence in the matter of a philosophy such as that of Heidegger the primary sources are his published writings and 


authenticated unpublished manuscripts if any. The writings of others about that philosophy are secondary or tertiary 
sources. 


The criteria of scholarship are: (i) a detailed, meticulous, unbiased original research on and concerning a specific topic 
or topics or subject undertaken over a year or more in duration and involving primary source material; (ii) an ability to 
be able to read primary sources in their original language; and (iii) a rational assessment of the knowledge acquired by 
such research, with such conclusions about the topic, topics, or subject being the logical result of the cumulative 
scholarly learning so acquired. 


If the researcher cannot read primary sources in their original language and has to rely on the translations of others 
then their conclusions are not original and not scholarly just as if they commit logical fallacies - such as argumentum 
ad verecundiam - then their conclusions are also not scholarly. 


In relation to the Order of Nine Angles (O9A, ONA) the relevant questions are: (i) is it an esoteric (Occult) philosophy or 
a group/organization; (ii) the definition of an esoteric philosophy; (iii) if it is an esoteric philosophy who created, is 
responsible for, it, and in what writings by that person is it expressed. 


Esoteric Philosophy 


An esoteric philosophy is a philosophy that describes, or seeks to describe, the hidden or inner - the esoteric as distinct 
from the exoteric - nature of Being and of beings including we human beings. A fundamental axiom of most if not all 
esoteric philosophies is that the inner nature of Being and of beings can be apprehended, or represented, by a 
particular symbolism or by various symbolisms and also by the relationships between symbols, for such esoteric 
philosophies are based on the Aristotelian principle that existence/reality is a reasoned order capable of being 
rationally understood. Most esoteric philosophies also posit that this reasoned order (KOouOG) has an ordered structure 
and that human beings, by virtue of possessing the faculty of reason, are - in their natural state of physis (@votc) or 
fitrah - an eikon (eikwv) of that ordered structure. 


This positing of a hidden or inner nature of Being and of beings may be said to be the result of a particular 
perceiveration different from the perceiveration of sciences such as physics whose theorems or laws or conclusions are 
derived from, or confirmed by, observation and experiments. This particular perceiveration regarding the hidden, inner, 
esoteric, nature of Being and of beings, is an empathic one deriving from the intuition that all life, all beings - sentient 
and otherwise - are an emanation of Being and hence are connected in some way to each other. 


Thus, Hellenic hermeticism as described in the tracts of the Corpus Hermeticum is an esoteric philosophy where Being 
is mostly described as 8€6c, theos, or as 0 8Edc the theos, the deity or the divinity. This intuition regarding 6 8€dc is 
also evident, for example, in many of the works of Cicero {36} who gave expression to Greco-Roman paganism. 


The Poemandres tractate of the Corpus Hermeticum described the ordered structure of the Cosmos (kK6ou0G) as 
consisting of seven spheres. This septenary system also forms the basis for the O9A praxis termed the Seven Fold Way. 


The O9A 


The primary esoteric symbolism employed to describe the O9A Seven Fold Way is the septenary Star Game {37} of 
which it is said in the 1989 collection of texts titled Naos: 


"The Star Game contains, in its symbolism and techniques, all the esoteric wisdom of alchemy, magick and 
the Occult." {28} 


It is also described there as "a nexus between the causal and the acausal." 


The 1989 Naos collection was the first exposition of not only the O9A septenary system and the praxis (anados, 
&vodoc) associated with it, but also of The Star Game, the ontology of causal and acausal, and of the 'nexions' in and 
by which acausSal being is or can be manifest (presenced) in the causal and in causal beings. 


Thus, instead of 8¢6c¢ and 6 8Edc of the hermetic Poemandres tractate and the theoi of Greco-Roman paganism, the 
O9A has "the acausal" as Being, the source of causal beings. Which concept is devoid of the anthropomorphic deities, 
of the causal abstractions of theos and theoi, and devoid of the identification of 8€6c as the God of Christianity and the 
Allah of Islam. 


In essence, therefore, what is expounded in various texts in Naos is a new esoteric philosophy derived from both 
ancient hermeticism as described in the Corpus Hermeticum - in particular the Poemandres tractate - and Greco- 
Roman paganism. 


Much of what is expounded in Naos has no parallels in Occult literature, ancient and modern. The concept of causal 
and acausal being; the Star Game; Esoteric Chant; the three to six month rite of Internal Adept. In terms of esoteric 
philosophy, the septenary Star Game and its fluidic alchemical symbolism and correspondences, and the ontology of 
cauSal, acausal, and nexions, make it unique and appropriately described by the term Longusian tradition and not by 
the name ‘order of nine angles’. 


With one exception - the text titled Advanced Star Game, attributed to D. Myatt - all the contents of Naos are by ‘Anton 
Long’ writing under the pseudonym Thorold West which he has admitted to using. {11} Interestingly, Naos is devoid of 
‘satanism' both practical and theological. {23} 


Hence it could be argued that a distinction should be made between this 'Longusian' tradition with its esoteric 
philosophy, and the later ‘order of nine angles’ which is not a philosophy but rather the diverse subculture which 
developed from that esoteric tradition. {38} 


Logically therefore Naos could be considered a primary source of that Longusian esoteric philosophy, with Anton Long's 
other early and later esoteric writings about O9A ontology, The Star Game, the Seven Fold Way, and his Deofel 
Quartet, thus the primary sources of his philosophy. 
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Part Four 
The Nature Of The O9A 


An overlooked aspect of O9A esotericism, although essential to an understanding of the nature of the OYA, is the 
emphasis placed on transcending causal abstractions and thus terms and words (denotata, a naming, a category) 
through practical praxises such as the Seven Fold Way and the Star Game which provide a basis for individual pathei- 
mathos and a discovery of an aeonic perspective. These causal, that is temporal, terms include -isms such as satanism 
and national socialism, and what has become known as '‘accelerationism' and ‘terrorism’. 


Such practical praxises and personal learning over periods of causal time mean that the O9A cannot easily be 
categorized since it is neither an ‘ideology’ political or otherwise, nor a ‘cult’. 


An overlooked aspect of O9A esotericism for three reasons. First, because of the apparent insistence by academics and 
others, based on the zeitgeist of the modern West, to categorize the O9A according to an existing category, such as 
satanism and neo-nazi, or according to a recently manufactured category such as ‘accelerationism' and ‘fringe fluidity’. 
Secondly, because of a lack of detailed research using the primary sources that are Anton Long's texts written and 
published under that name or the two pseudonyms he has admitted to using: Stephen Brown (The Satanic Letters) and 
Thorold West (Naos). {11} Third, because they have not appreciated nor understood the O9A's Labyrinthos 
Mythologicus designed as it was to confuse, to mislead, to test, and to select; a part of which Labyrinthos Mythologicus 
were extensive polemics about the causal abstractions of satanism and National Socialism. 


As a perspicacious outsider wrote in 2017, 


"de-esotericized interpretations of the ONA [...] do not seem to comprehend that ONA proposes methods that 
develop the individual but also dissolve interpretations of reality in favor of a constant immediate 
apprehension of the same. Thus, while a method of confrontation and self-challenge may be to adopt the 
aforementioned Soviet denotatum, to turn it into a conclusion implies the falling into the trap of its indirect 
apprehension of reality. The method is confused with the goal, and a same ghost dogma-to-value interplay 
occurs where the "sovietization" of the mind becomes not a door and an exoteric presentation of the esoteric 
anti-dote, but the reductionist end-point. 


Such a confusion in great numbers is one of the stated purposes of the Labyrinthos Mythologicus, and it is 
what makes it inherently elitist at every level. That is to say, it is not elitist because it brags or because there 
is an authority denying entry, but because it asks from the practitioner a wide variety of abilities, at least in 
potential, and the willingness to develop them through hard work. Some of these are stated explicitly, and 
others are required by the sheer complexity or lack of explanations of certain things, which end up pushing 
the seriously interested practitioner to find ways, bridge gaps, interpret and discover his own unique way. 
Being unable to do so, either out of incompetence or mental intransigence, is to be culled by the design of 
the ONA, or to be culled out of the loop by one's own mediocrity, incapacity or emotional blockage and 
blinding (often the case among clever occultists). 


From its inception, the Seven-Fold Way was intended to see most fail, to see most crumble under pressure, 
by a reluctance to try again, by carelessness leading to mental or physical injury or destruction. It should be 
clear to any objective and intelligent student of the materials (not to speak to a practitioner, | presume) that 
personal discernment is the foremost of all ONA requirements, once a holistic and balanced view of its rather 
wide assortment of ideas throughout the decades has been at least partially digested. To even suggest that 
the failure of many (most?) ONA would-be initiates is a sign of failure of the system, or to suppose that the 
bickering between ONA-inspired/derived groups implies an alarming state of affairs threatening to take it 
down, is to not to be able to see beyond the proverbial nose. 


As far as one can tell, the Seven-Fold Way was meant to be not only highly individualistic and mutable, 
because of its framework for local and personal adaptation, but for the same reason disconnected and 
anarchic as seeds." {40} 


In essence, the hermetic and practical Seven Fold Way - with its Insight Roles, Grade Rituals such as Internal Adept, its 
Esoteric Chant and its Star Game. as first publicly described in 1989 in Naos, and which takes a decade, usually two 
decades, to complete - is an enantiodromia; that is, (i) in O9A terms, an appreciation and a knowing, the discovery, of 
the acausal beyond causal abstractions (Such as Left Hand Path and Right Hand Path, the masculous and the 


muliebral) and (ii) in classical Hermetic terms a discovery, by means of an &vodo0c, of The Unity, The One-The Only, to 
év, of The Monas, Wovac; a re-balancing of what the Poemandres tractate of the ancient Corpus Hermeticum described 
as having been separated into portions:

"Now listen to the rest of the explanation you asked to hear. When the cycle was fulfilled, the connexions 
between all things were, by the deliberations of theos, unfastened. Living beings - all male-and-female then - 
were, including humans, rent asunder thus bringing into being portions that were masculous with the others 
muliebral. Directly, then, theos spoke a numinous logos: propagate by propagation and spawn by spawning, 
all you creations and artisements, and let the perceiver have the knowledge of being deathless and of Eros 
as responsible for death." {41} 


However, it seems probable that such a misunderstanding of the nature of the O9A will persist for many decades, 
particularly given the now widespread propagation of, and a belief by so many in, the allegations made for various 
reasons, political and otherwise, about the O9A since 2018. Allegations which research using O9A primary sources has, 
in our view, refuted. {42}

One of these aural traditions is of The Dark Gods; another is 'the septenary system of correspondences’ as 


transcribed in Naos; another concerns alchemical seasons; another tradition is Esoteric Chant; another 
concerns the esoteric use of a quartz crystal. Yet other traditions concern ceremonies such as The Giving (as 
outlined toward the end of the text The Giving) and the training of the Rounwytha (of the hereditary and 
English sorceress). And so on. 


These traditions all add to, and have added to, the Occult mystique - to the sinister-numen - of The Order of 
Nine Angles, as was intended, and thus they are interesting and, in some ways, are and were esoterically 
significant. Nearly all of these traditions were related to me in a short duration of causal Time by a certain 
lady and her daughter, and then - following their departure to the Antipodes - by the two members of the 
Shropshire Camlad group | had been introduced to. [As | was to learn, there were only three members of that 
group in total.] A few traditions, however, derived from other sources, such as the Yorkshire-based Temple of 
The Sun group. 


With the exception of a few brief notes and diagrams, from the Camlad group, and a handwritten copy of The 
Black Book of Satan, from the avowedly satanist Temple of The Sun, all these traditions were aural."

The Rite Of Internal Adept 


The rite exists in two forms, one lasting three months, the other six months, and it is up to the candidate to decide 
which one they will undertake, and whether or not they (i) will build their own shelter and procure their own food by 
fishing, hunting, and gathering, or (ii) take a tent and sleeping bag and purchase on a monthly basis such food supplies 
as may be needed from a locality situated at a suitable walking distance (c.10 miles). Whatever length of stay or 
means of shelter and food is chosen the candidate can only take what they can carry on their own back. 


The task is to live alone in an isolated, wilderness area for the specified period with no contact with the outside world 
(except the little necessary if monthly supplies of food have to be bought) and without any modern conveniences (save 
for a tent and sleeping bag if required), with no means of measuring time (such as by a clock or watch), using only 
candles [in a lantern] for night-time illumination, and having no communication devices (Such as a mobile telephone) 
and no means of reproducing music or any other form of entertainment. 


The rite is to live in such a simple way for the specified period, and it is recommended that the candidate keep a 
journal to record their thoughts, feelings, and imaginings. 


The Rite Of The Abyss 


The rite begins at the first full moon following the beginning of a propitious alchemical season - in the Isles of Britain 
this was traditionally the first rising of Arcturus in the Autumn. The rite, if successful, concludes on the night of the 
following full moon. 


The rite ideally occurs in an isolated underground cavern where or near to where water flows, and in which location the 
candidate dwells alone for the whole lunar month, taking with them all that is required for the duration of the rite. 
Ideally, the water should be suitable for drinking. If such an underground cavern cannot be found, then a suitable 
alternative is an isolated dark cave - with, if necessary, its entrance suitably screened to avoid an ingress of light. The 
only light is from candles (housed in a lantern) and the only food is bread and cheese. 


The food and/or the water required for the duration can be either brought by the candidate at the beginning of the rite, 
or provided and left (without any contact being made) on a weekly basis by a chosen member of their family kindred or 
by their mentor if they have one. No means of communication with the outside world should be brought; no timepiece, 
mechanical or otherwise, is allowed; and no modern means of reproducing music nor any other means of personal 
entertainment are allowed. 


The candidate should arrange for a trusted person to enter the cavern at the next full moon to return them to the world 
of living mortals. This traditional rite has no structure, and simply involves the candidate living alone in such a location 
for a lunar month and trusting a member of their family kindred or their mentor to inform them when the rite is over. 


Appendix Il 
Ideology Or Esoteric Philosophy? 


Overview 


Since the Order of Nine Angles (O9A, ONA) has been described in the Media, by many of its critics and opponents {1} 
and by some academics {2} as a group with an ideology it is relevant to consider what is meant by the term ‘ideology’ 
and whether it applies to the O9A particularly as several students of the O9A have described the O9A as not only an 
esoteric philosophy but as a unique one. 


A useful definition of ideology is: 


"a coherent, organized, and distinctive and often fixed set of beliefs and/or ideas or of ideals, and which 
beliefs and/or ideas and/or ideals pertain (i) to governance, and/or to society, and (ii) to the means needed to 
reform or change existing governance and society and/or found a new society through reform, or through 
political means, or sometimes in some ideologies through violent means." 


A philosophy is a distinctive explanation of the nature of reality, of Being and beings, which involves explaining the 
ontology and epistemology of that philosophy. In contrast an esoteric philosophy is: 


"a philosophy that describes, or seeks to describe, the hidden or inner - the esoteric as distinct from the 
exoteric - nature of Being and of beings including we human beings. A fundamental axiom of most if not all 
esoteric philosophies is that the inner nature of Being and of beings can be apprehended, or represented, by 
a particular symbolism or by various symbolisms and also by the relationships between symbols, for such 
esoteric philosophies are based on the Aristotelian principle that existence/reality is a reasoned order 
capable of being rationally understood. Most esoteric philosophies also posit that this reasoned order 
(KOou0G) has an ordered structure and that human beings, by virtue of possessing the faculty of reason, are - 
in their natural state of physis (@Uotc) or fitrah - an eikon (eikwv) of that ordered structure." {3} 


In regard to the O9A the ordered structure is a septenary system - a Hebdomad - symbolized by the seven spheres and 
the pathways between them, with each sphere associated with a stage in a decades-long quest for Lapis Philosophicus 
{4} and which quest is termed the Seven Fold Way with: 


"the primary esoteric symbolism employed to describe the O9A Seven Fold Way is the septenary Star Game 
{5} of which it is said in the 1989 collection of texts titled Naos: 'The Star Game contains, in its symbolism 
and techniques, all the esoteric wisdom of alchemy, magick and the Occult.' It is also described there as a 
nexus between the causal and the acausal." {6} 


The O9A Septenary 


ooo 


In regard to O9A ontology and epistemology: 
i) Ontology 


It is postulated that the Cosmos has both causal and acausal aspects, or "universes". The causal aspect of the Cosmos 
- the causal continuum or universe - is the physical, phenomenal universe of a causal metric currently designation by 
the term four-dimensional Space-Time. This is the realm of causal energy and of experimental sciences such as 
Physics, Astronomy, Chemistry, and Biology, and the realm where we have our physical being. It is the universe of 
linear Time and of the causality of past-present-future currently conventionally measured in terms of the passing of 
seconds, minutes, hours, days, and years. 


The acausal aspect of the Cosmos - the acausal continuum or universe - is the realm of acausal energy and of an 
n-dimensional acausal continuum (where n is > 3 but Ss ) of acausal Space and acausal Time. A living being such as 
ourselves is where acausal energy is presenced in the causal, with our psyche an expression of that acausality with 
aspects of that acausality conceptualized by us as archetypes, where an archetype is defined as a particular causal 
presencing of a certain acausal energy and is thus akin to a type of acausal living being in the causal and thus "in the 
psyche": it is born, its lives, and then it "dies" or changes, that is, its acausal energy ceases to be manifest in the 
causal or assumes another form. 


ii) Epistemology 


There are two types of knowledge depending on the object or objects of perception. Causal knowledge is of 
Phaindmenon, of causality, and is the knowledge derived from the physical senses, from the experimental sciences, 
through reason, scholarly learning, learning from practical experience (pathei-mathos, mdé0¢t-ud80c) and such things as 
conventional philosophy. 


AcauSal knowing is of acausality and its interaction with the causal and thus of such occurrences or manifestations as 
archetypes, mythos, mythoi, foreseeing, intuition, synchronicity, empathy, the supernatural, and pathei-mathos. In 
regard to the O9A, acausal knowing is also considered to be attainable through a hermetic quest, an &vodoc, such as 
the Seven Fold Way which includes the practical techniques of Insight Roles, Grade Rituals such as Internal Adept, 
Esoteric Chant and The Star Game. {7} 


In addition, the aim of the decades-long O9A quest for Lapis Philosophicus is an individual one, or one involving a 
partnership between two individuals, and pertains to their change, their development, as individuals and not to 
governance, and/or to society and does not involve the aim of reforming or changing existing governance or society. 


"Our real work, both as individuals and as an Order - our Magnum Opus - is genuinely esoteric and Occult, 
and thus concerned with lapis philosophicus and not with some purely causal self-indulgence, or some 
ephemeral outer change in some causal form or forms, or with using such forms to try and effect some 
external change. For it is this esoteric, this Occult, work which will, affectively and effectively, introduce and 
maintain the Aeonic changes we desire and plan for - in its own species of acausal Time." {8} 


It seems logical therefore to conclude that the OYA is an esoteric philosophy and not an ideology, with academics and 
others mistaking a short-term (twelve to eighteen month) individual task (one Insight Role out of many) of one stage of 
the Seven Fold Way, that of External Adept, with the task of the O9A. or after undertaking such a task, such an Insight 
Role, for that short period of time in order to personally learn from it, the External Adept leaves such external tasks 
behind and advances toward the next stage, that of Internal Adept which involves living alone in a wilderness area for 
at least three months and which experience, like the Rite of The Abyss which follows years later is also a personal 
learning experience which does not involve seeking to reform or change existing governance or society. 


The Rite Of Internal Adept 


The rite exists in two forms, one lasting three months, the other six months, and it is up to the candidate to decide 
which one they will undertake, and whether or not they (i) will build their own shelter and procure their own food by 
fishing, hunting, and gathering, or (ii) take a tent and sleeping bag and purchase on a monthly basis such food supplies 
as may be needed from a locality situated at a suitable walking distance (c.10 miles). Whatever length of stay or 
means of shelter and food is chosen the candidate can only take what they can carry on their own back. 


The task is to live alone in an isolated, wilderness area for the specified period with no contact with the outside world 
(except the little necessary if monthly supplies of food have to be bought) and without any modern conveniences (save 
for a tent and sleeping bag if required), with no means of measuring time (such as by a clock or watch), using only 
candles [in a lantern] for night-time illumination, and having no communication devices (such as a mobile telephone) 
and no means of reproducing music or any other form of entertainment. 


The rite is to live in such a simple way for the specified period, and it is recommended that the candidate keep a 
journal to record their thoughts, feelings, and imaginings.

The food and/or the water required for the duration can be either brought by the candidate at the beginning of the rite, 
or provided and left (without any contact being made) on a weekly basis by a chosen member of their family kindred or 
by their mentor if they have one. No means of communication with the outside world should be brought; no timepiece, 
mechanical or otherwise, is allowed; and no modern means of reproducing music nor any other means of personal 
entertainment are allowed. 


Such difficult personal, hermit-like, learning experiences are the essence of the O9A Seven Fold Way. As is evident from 
the Diary of one follower of the Seven Fold Way who undertook the Rite of Internal Adept. {9} Which Diary has of 
course been neglected by both critics and academics who have written about the OYA. 


Misunderstanding The O9A 


This misunderstanding of the task of the O9A - the claim that the OYA is an ideology - arose because those making it 
and repeating it failed to study O9A primary sources {10} and failed to use those primary sources as the necessary 
basis for a knowledge and understanding of the OYA. Instead, those claiming that the O9A is an ideology used 
secondary or tertiary sources and, perhaps in most cases unknowingly, committed the fallacy of appeal to authority.

Conclusion 


The failure even by academics to understand the O9A by researching and using O9A primary sources and those 
sources alone, is perhaps an indictment of our inquinatious era where: 


"the esoteric and the numinous - and their mysteries and their effluvia - have often become and are 
increasingly becoming not only obscured by the propaganda spread by ideologues in the service of their 
ideology, be it political or religious or otherwise, but also sullied by inquinators who do not understand kalos 
kagathos let alone what it means and implies in personal terms and who naturally turn to the Internet to 
search for its meaning as they do for terms such as inquination."

Appendix III 
Satanism And Naos 


The Seven Fold Way as described in the collection of typescripts titled Naos is devoid of satanism both theological and 
ritual. Satan is mentioned in Part Two, Esoteric Sorcery; that is, in regard to the practical 'External Magick/Sorcery’ 
associated in the Seven Fold Way with the second stage, that of External Adept. The context is the Occult vibration of 
names "to create or 'draw down’ a particular force or entity in a magickal working," with satan thus associated with the 
second septenary sphere, Mercury, with other spheres associated with other names: 


Planet Word Appropriate Workings 
Moon Noctulius Hidden knowledge 
Mercury Satan Lust/indulgence 
Venus Darkat Love/Enchantment 

Sun . Karu Samsu Prophecy/Revelations 
Mars Shugara Death/Destruction 
Jupiter Daveina Wealth/Success 
Saturn Vindex Chaos/Disruption 


In this guise, 'satan' is one of many archetypes - or supernatural entities - employed in External Magick. As an 
archetype associated with the sphere of Mercury it - he/she/they {1} - is/are linked to an alchemical process, and as a 
‘dark god' - Shaitan - to one of the paths linking the seven spheres: 
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Septenary Pathways 
(The heading 'Image' refers to the Major Arcana of the Tarot, as described in Naos) 
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Satan/Shaitan is thus conceived as a type of energy associated with, or which symbolizes, human lust and indulgence 
and does not have any superiority among the ‘dark gods' described in Naos, with Atazoth described as the most 
powerful of the Dark Gods and Shaitan stated to be '‘an' - not 'the' - Earth bound representative for the Dark Gods. All 
of which entities are used, evoked via sorcery, in a practical way, as a learning experience by an External Adept. The 
External Adept is then expected to leave such external sorcery behind and advance toward the next stage, that of 


Internal Adept the crux of which is the learning experience of living alone in a wilderness area for at least three 
months. {2} 


As the author of Naos states: 


"The essence of the genuine LHP - and this includes the Dark (or sinister) Tradition and traditional Satanism - 
is the use of magickal energies to enhance the evolution of the individual. Such evolution cannot exist 
outside the LHP as a willed act. Evolution is willed, as a magickal act, via experience: by revealing the 
acausal, by confronting it (usually via symbols) and finally by integrating it." 


The much vaunted 1984 Black Book of Satan {3} is thus something temporarily used by an O9A External Adept as part 
of their training; just one aspect of their sinisterly-numinous pathei-mathos; one part of their novitiate 'rite of passage’ 

and thus used by them when they organize and run a ‘satanic temple' for between six and eighteen months. They then 
move on to the other tasks of the Seven Fold Way. 


The Sinisterly-Numinous O9A Tradition 


The sinisterly-numinous is a world away from the egoism implicit in the modern satanism of Howard Stanton Levey, 
Michael Aquino, and their followers, with the essence of the sinisterly-numinous explained by Anton Long in two 
articles written between 2011 and 2012. The first quotation is from Discernment, Pathei-Mathos and the Initiatory 
Occult Quest, 


[We] are not concerned about mundane matters such as being 'popular' nor about being understood by 
mundanes. Our nature is to discover, by experience of the sinister-numinous, the Reality hidden by 
abstractions, beyond the illusion of opposites. 


This discovery involves an esoteric - a living - alchemy, given that we, as human individuals, are nexions, a 
nexus between causal and acausal, with a living (a sinister-numinous) psyche capable of change and 
development. An esoteric alchemy - an initiatory Occult quest - where we become a new type of symbiotic 
life, part of a living cosmic matrix, and which symbiotic living, far beyond the ego, the unbalanced hubris, of 
mundanes, can, through our discovery of Lapis Philosophicus, gift us with our aims of wisdom and perchance 
the possibility of an existence beyond the causal death of the mortal self [...] 


The term sinister-numinous is used to describe the living unity beyond the abstract, the lifeless, division and 
dialectic of contrasting/abstractive/ideated opposites. A division most obvious in the false dichotomy of 
‘good' and ‘evil’, and a division not so obvious in denotatum. 


The Dark Art of pathei-mathos is one means to know, to experience, the sinisterly-numinous, and thus to 
discover the Reality beyond the illusion of opposites. What is uncovered is The Sinister-Numen, which is the 
genesis of that which, and those whom, re-present certain types of acausal energy in the causal. Certain 
archetypes, and archetypal forms, are - exoterically - sinisterly numinous, and hence have the ability to 
influence and inspire human beings - as well as, in some cases, having the ability to direct certain individuals 
beyond the ability of those individuals to control such direction. {4} 


The second quotation is from The Adeptus Way and The Sinisterly-Numinous, 


"The Adeptus way - the way of our adepts - is manifest both in our newer Seven Fold Way and in our more 
traditional Way of the Rounwytha. The Adeptus way is a distinct way of life, involving a life-time commitment, 
so that our Adepts often feel and know how different they are from most other humans. Different in terms of 
personal character; in terms of faculties; in terms of knowing; in terms of experience; in terms of feelings, 
aims, and goals. And also in terms of how - even now in this Aeon where most human communication is still 
by words, written and spoken - they are able to communicate with their own kind and often with other 
humans sans words. 


This communication of ours is not only the use of ONA-speak and of an esoteric langage or two {a} - such as 
The Star Game - but also the result of using and developing Occult faculties and skills such as esoteric- 
empathy and thus becoming empaths, and possessing talents such as foreseeing. Which skills and talents 
and faculties are muliebral and which developing and possession and use of such muliebral qualities are one 
presencing of the numinous within a human man, with such a presencing necessary for that sinister- 
numinous balance which it is one of the aims of an Adept to cultivate and to live. 


It is these qualities - and the type of character, the type of person they breed - that manifest the Adept and 
marks us aS markedly different from the majority who apply to themselves, or to their beliefs, terms such 
sinister, satanist, and Left Hand Path, even though we ourselves are all those things and in many ways by 
our living define or redefine such terms. 


For our Way is primarily esoteric and therefore is concerned with all of the following: (i) wyrd - the 
numinously archetypal; (ii) with a type of learning that involves the arts of human culture, the Occult arts, 
and the pathei-mathos of Occult and exoteric experiences; (iii) with developing certain faculties, such as 
esoteric-empathy; (iv) with the sinisterly-numinous [...] 


In terms of the way of the Adept, an experience and thence a wordless personal Knowing of this living unity 
[the sinister-numinous] is the purpose of the Camlad Rite of The Abyss and of the living that precedes it, and 


forms part of the training of the Adept. Part of this personal knowing is of Wyrd, and thence of the Aeonic 
perspective beyond a personal destiny; a knowing, experiences, that move - that develop - the individual far 
beyond the attempted deification of the ego, the self, and beyond the hubris, arrogance, posturing, lack of 
self-honesty, and self-delusion, that are the basis of all Magian occultism, whether such occultism be 
described as RHP, LHP, or satanic. 


This can be expressed in a simplistic, exoteric way, and which exoteric expression gives an insight into how 
those using the way of the clan or the way of the independent O9A operative might discover and then live 
the sinisterly-numinous. In brief, our Occult kind, our Adepts, have: (i) a type of pagan knowing and 
understanding of the natural world; {b} (ii) a certain sensitivity and empathy; appreciate such muliebral 
qualities in others, and thus appreciate, understand, women and their potential; and (iii) a certain culture, 
where by culture here is meant the arts of life made manifest by living by our code of kindred-honour, having 
a living (and thus numinous) tradition, having self-control, self-honesty, having a certain learned knowledge 
of the Arts, literature, and music of their own ancestral culture, and having the all-important knowing of 
themselves as but one nexion between a causal past, their present short-lived life, and the wyrdful futures 
that will exist after their causal death." {5} 


{a} Editorial Note. The older form langage is used to distinguish such an esoteric langage from ordinary language using words; with 
an esoteric langage generally employing symbols, as in The Star Game. As Anton Long noted in Some Notes Concerning Language, 
Abstractions, and Nexions, 


"By the term adunations is meant some-thing which when placed in its correct relation to other adunations reveals the unity, the 
whole, of which it and they are a part. From the Latin adunatus - ad+unare, to unite, make whole. 


Adunations are sinister-numinous symbols (symbols/representations with a sinister-numinous dimension, i.e. having/representing 
acausal energy) which may be temporarily assigned certain meanings or associations or correspondences. For example, the nine basic 
adunations (pieces) of TSG [The Star Game] are: a(a) a(b) a(c) b(a) b(b) b(c) c(a) c(b) c(c) with each adunation being a 
combination/amalgam of two sinister-numinous elements. Thus, in Alchemical terms, a is the Alchemical symbol for Salt, b is the 
Alchemical symbol for Mercury, and c is the Alchemical symbol for Sulphur. Abstractly, a is the Greek letter alpha, b the letter beta, 
and c gamma. In terms of the Dark Tradition, a is causal space-time; b is where the acausal is present or manifest in the causal (a type 
of nexion), and c acausal space-time. 


The term adunations is used here in preference to ordinary terms such as 'pieces and symbols' in order to express their sinister- 
numinous nature. It should be noted that the temporary meanings assigned to the individual elements and thence to each adunation 
are for comparison and learning only - for such assigned meanings are only exoteric, causal, reflexions of their wordless, symbol-less, 
acausal essence. An essence discovered by using the adunations as language: that is, by using, ‘playing’, TSG." 


{b} By pagan here is meant the knowing and the appreciation of the natural world that is germane to the Rounwytha. 
Furthermore, as Anton Long wrote in 2011 in reference to abstractions, 


“understood exoterically, an abstraction is the manufacture, and use of, some idea, ideal, ‘image’ or 
category, and thus some generalization, and/or some assignment of an individual or individuals to some 
group or category. The positing of some 'perfect' or 'ideal' form, category, or thing, is part of abstraction. 


Esoterically, an abstraction has only a causal being and therefore is not a nexion; not a presencings of the 
sinister-numinous - the unity, the connexions - that sentient life re-presents. Exoterically, an abstraction is 
neither living nor archetypal; not imbued [with and] does not and cannot presence the acausal/the sinister- 
numinous." {6} 


In his last pubic writing, dated 2012, Anton Long explained the essence of the decades-long hermetic quest that is the 
Seven Fold Way, which is the quest by the individual for Lapis Philosophicus, {7} 


"Lapis Philosophicus - the jewel of the alchemist; the goal that the alchemist, through alchemy, seeks. 
Possession of this jewel is, according to aural tradition, sufficient to gift the alchemist with both wisdom and 
the secret of a personal immortality. 


Let me begin the story - of the secret of lapis philosophicus - at the end, and which writing about this 
particular story will be the last writing of mine on any Occult, esoteric, matter, and thus the end of my 
chatter. The story ends with an anticipated discovery: that the penultimate stage (however named: Magus, 
GrandMaster, GrandLadyMaster) of that life-long genuine Occult journey which begins with initiation (of 
whatever kind: hermetic, ceremonial, self) is the same whether one began on, and thence followed, what has 
been described as 'The Left Hand Path', or whether one began on, and thence followed, what has been 
described as 'The Right Hand Path’. For in the context of beyond The Abyss, such designations based on such 
a dichotomy become, and are, irrelevant because without sense and meaning. 


That is, the 'outer secret’ of the inner, the real, the living, alchemy is that the end and the result of both our 
apparently separate journeys is the same; the same place, the same understanding, the same knowledge. 


For wisdom is undivided, the same for all of us, whatever we believed or assumed when we began. Or 
expressed another way, lapis philosophicus is what it is, and always has been, and does what it does, and 
always has done, in terms of how it affects and changes those few who have succeeded in their decades-long 
endeavour and thus discovered it, and discovered it where it has always been hidden." {8} 


The Seven Fold Way And Lapis Philosophicus 


The goal of the Seven Fold Way, and thus of the OYA, is for the individual Adept to discover Lapis Philosophicus. It is 
not, as academics and others seems to believe, to overthrow the existing status quo by revolutionary or unlawful 
means. Which discovery is the balancing (4ppevdOnAuc) in the individual of the masculous and the muliebral via the 
enantiodromia that is the Seven Fold Way and thus betakes them to a wordless knowing of the unity - of The Acausal, 
of The One-The Only (tO Ev), of The Monas (uovdc) - beyond causal abstractions and beyond the dialectic of opposites. 


Hence, 


"Our real work, both as individuals and as an Order - our Magnum Opus - is genuinely esoteric and Occult, 
and thus concerned with lapis philosophicus and not with some purely causal self-indulgence, or some 
ephemeral outer change in some causal form or forms, or with using such forms to try and effect some 
external change. For it is this esoteric, this Occult, work which will, affectively and effectively, introduce and 
maintain the Aeonic changes we desire and plan for - in its own species of acausal Time." {9} 


Despite this, the O9A has been accused of propagating the urban myth of 'the great replacement’ and what has 
become known as ‘accelerationism' whereas the O9A has always had an Aeonic, a Millennial, Perspective based on an 
understanding of causal abstractions and the dialectic of opposites. An understanding based on the esoteric knowledge 
of metamorphosis which in non-philosophical terms is the axiom that all supra-personal ideated constructs 
manufactured or described by humans, being supra-personal and solely causal in nature, are not only subject to 
change over causal time but have a limited life-span, just as the living organisms of Nature, presenced on Earth, have 
a limited span of life. Such supra-personal human manufactured constructs include States, nations, cultures, and 
Empires; and also ideas, legends, myths, philosophy and even religions and archetypes, all of which, over periods of 
causal time, are subject to revisions, meliorations, varying interpretations, schisms, reformations and counter- 
reformations, and thus, in Aeonic terms, they all decline, are replaced, and eventually die. 


There is thus no need to seek to overthrow the existing status quo by revolutionary or unlawful means. For what 
academics and others seem to have done is mistake the time-limited practical learning experience, or experiences, of 
an External Adept for an aim, or more usually for the aim, of the O9A; as they do and have done, for example, in the 
case of satanism and the Black Book Of Satan, and in the case of a suggested External Adept "insight role" of a year to 
eighteen months involvement with neo-nazism. 


This mistake is because they have ignored or have not studied the most fundamental aspect of O9A esoteric 
philosophy and praxis, 'the sinister-numinous' which is the quintessence of the Seven Fold Way and thus of the 
decades-long individual quest for Lapis Philosophicus. 
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{1} There is an interesting discussion in Anton Long's Some Notes Concerning Language, Chants, and Acausal Entities 
(2011) about human gender in relation to acausal-entities/dark-gods: 


"[When] we consider a matter such as entities - living beings - existing or dwelling in what we term the 
acausal continuum, then it is to be expected that they will exist, and will behave, in a way different from such 
living beings that we normally interact with in our own causal continuum. That is, that they may possess 
qualities which beings living in our causal phenomenal world do not. 


For example, do such acausal entities as the ONA esoteric tradition mentions possess the quality, the 
behaviour, we describe as biological gender, and which gender we ascribe to most living beings in the causal 
(with some exceptions, such as monomorphic life). Or is our biological notion of gender irrelevant to such 
acauSal beings? Also, do such acausal entities have the quality, the behaviour, we describe as discrete 
singularity so that, for example, they have a distinct body separate from other bodies and thus occupy a 
finite Space at certain specific moments of causal Time? 


These questions further raise the issue of language - of how we describe them or denote them by some 
name, and whether the grammar we have developed is apt in the case of such acausal entities. For instance, 
is a word such as Noctulius a male or a female name? Ditto with Satanas. Or is a name such as Kabeiri that 
of a single entity or of a plurality of such entities? Is Satanas, for example, even a name in the normal 
grammatical sense - that is, a proper name? If so, is it singular or plural? 


Thus, is it correct or necessary to apply the rules of ordinary grammar - such as declension - to such a 
descriptive word? If not, what does that mean in respect of how the name is used, for instance in some chant 
to esoterically invoke such an entity? This raises general questions about the nature of both language and 
grammar."

Appendix IV 
Senholt And the Fallacy Of Incomplete Evidence 


Jacob Senholt, in a revised version of his 2009 MA thesis titled Political Esotericism & the convergence of Radical Islam, 
Satanism and National Socialism in the Order of the Nine Angles published as a chapter in the 2012 book The Devil's 
Party - Satanism in Modernity {1} alleged that Myatt wrote the terrorist manual A Practical Guide to Aryan Revolution 
which it has been claimed influenced David Copeland, and Senholt like others before and since - including the authors 
of the 2023 article The Order of Nine Angles: Cosmology, Practice & Movement, DOI:10.1080/1057610X.2023.2186737 
- Senholt provided no evidential facts in support of that particular allegation, and did not mention that following Myatt's 
arrest in early 1998 by police officers from Special Branch based at Scotland Yard, the British police in conjunction with 
the Canadian police and the FBI spent three years trying to prove that Myatt wrote that document, having seized his 
computers and files, searched his home for over seven hours, and travelled to places such as Canada to interview 
witnesses. They failed to find any evidence and Myatt was released from his bail in the Summer of 2001. 


Senholt also presented his circumstantial evidence that Myatt=Long and in the process and probably inadvertently 


commits the fallacy of incomplete evidence which is when only certain evidence is presented with other evidence not 
found, or ignored or deliberately suppressed. 


Circumstantial Evidence 


i) He mentions a 1978 text, Copula cum Daemone, which he claims was written by a DW Myatt and was "in a collection 
of ONA manuscripts" manuscripts but does give the title of this collection nor any details of publication or images of 
the text nor any evidence that it was written by Myatt. He them claims that in later digital editions of this text - which 
again he provides no references to or images of - it was attributed to various other authors and concludes that this is 
"a Clear example of a text originally issued by Myatt, and later disguised with a pseudonym." 


In other words, he does not provide any evidential facts but presents only his personal opinion. 


ii) He goes on to claim that the Diablerie manuscript - a copy of which is in the British Library {2} - "reveals details of 
Long's life that appear remarkably similar to Myatt’s own life" and cites Goodrick-Clarke and yet as with Goodrick- 
Clarke {3} does not provide comparisons using research based on documentary evidence from primary sources 
regarding Myatt's life. 


Thus and yet again Senholt does not provide any evidential facts but presents only his personal opinion. 


iii) His next claim is that since writings by Myatt and the ONA have been published by the same publisher there "is a 
direct connection" which is a spurious conclusion since publishers often print items from various authors which does 
not mean the various authors are connected in any way. 


iv) His next piece of circumstantial evidence "concerns the use of alternate dating-systems", about which he states 
that since both Myatt in his National Socialist writings and the ONA use "yf, designating the Year of the Fuhrer" there is 
a connection, neglecting to mention - or failing to discover through research - that other groups such as the Ku Klux 
Klan and Willian Pierce of National Alliance fame and other neo-nazis have used the same dating system, both in its 
English form and its German form of ‘Jahr des Fuhrers' {4}. 


(v) His final piece of circumstantial evidence is linguistic, claiming that "when one has a closer look at many of the 
basic ideas and the terminology used in the ONA, it appears as if there are many glaring similarities to Myatt’s own 
ideas." He cites terms such as Homo Galactica, causal and acausal, and Aeons while failing to mention that such 
borrowing of terms, ideas and concepts, is and has been common for centuries and is not evidence of a direct and 
personal link between those using such terms, ideas and concepts. 


However, he not only does not provide any evidence from forensic linguistics but fails to mention numerous texts by 
Anton Long and by self-declared O9A adherents in which he explains the purpose of Anton Long's Labyrinthos 
Mythologicus which implies: 


"myth-making; creating or concerned with mythology or myths; a mythical narrative, and is both (a) a 
modern and an amoral version of a technique often historically employed, world-wide among diverse cultures 
and traditions both esoteric and otherwise, to test and select candidates, and (b) a mischievous, japing, sly, 
and sometimes (for mundanes) an annoying, part of the OYA sinister dialectic." {5} 


In other words, it was used not only to test and select candidates but also had an antinomian, dialectical, and japing 
purpose with Anton Long in a 28th August 103yf [1992] letter to Temple of Set member David Austen writing that the 
intent was "to make people like you draw the conclusion you were intended to make." {6} There is also the problem of 
the O9A 'manual of style’ in relation to the claim that 


"since one or more ONA blogs or websites, or some articles, use the same or similar styling and/or layout as 
some blog or website or article by or assumed to be by Myatt, it means that Myatt is behind them all - 
clearly ignoring the obvious fact that such similarities, if not just coincidental, could well be a deliberate 
imitation designed to get mundanes to jump to such a silly, fallacious, conclusion." {7}{8} 


In regard to forensic linguistics, 


“author profiling is subjective not empirical and thus not definitive. Second, and most important in this case, 
the task would be formidable with the result easily open to question given the volume of material written by 
both Myatt and the pseudonymous Anton Long over several decades and given that the forensic profiler 
would have to subjectively select what texts from what years to compare. 


What would their subjective criteria for such a selection be? To compare a few texts from around the same 
time? To compare a few texts from the same decade? To compare just a few or dozens of texts from three or 
four decades? 


Since 1984 with the publication of his 45 page tract Vindex - Destiny of the West to 2022 with the publication 
of his Numinosity, Denotata, Empathy, And The Hermetic Tradition, Myatt has written thousands of pages of 
texts. The texts also vary in subject matter, from polemical propagandistic texts in support of National 
Socialism (1984-1998) to ideological tracts in support of his 'ethical National Socialism’ (1996-1998) to items 
supporting a particular and radical interpretation Islam (2001-2008) to his post-2012 writings about his 
philosophy of pathei-mathos to his autobiographical effusions such as his 2014 collection of essays titled One 
Vagabond In Exile From The Gods and the letters included in parts two and three of his Understanding and 


Rejecting Extremism. There is also the matter of Myatt's translations of and commentaries on tractates of the 
Corpus Hermeticum (2017) and his 2017 scholarly monographs Classical Paganism And The Christian Ethos 
and Tu Es Diaboli lanua. 


In the case of Anton Long there are also thousands of pages of texts, from some of the typescripts included 
in Naos (1989) to The Satanic Letters (1992) to Enantiodromia - The Sinister Abyssal Nexion (2012). The 
issue is further complicated by writings published between 1992 and 2011 which do not bear the name 
‘Anton Long' and thus are anonymous but which anonymous texts many critics have assumed were written 
by Anton Long but for which assumption they have not and never have provided any evidence." {7} 


Insight Roles 


Following his circumstantial evidence, Senholt also claims that Myatt's diverse and exeatic life is an example of O9A 
Insight Roles which mean "gaining real-life experience by working undercover for a period of 6-18 months". 


Of five Insight Roles, Senholt cites three - (a) "Join or form a covert insurrectionary organization, dedicated to National 
Socialism", (b) "Convert to Islam and aid, through words, or deeds, or both, those undertaking Jihad against Zionism 
and the NWO", and (c) "Join or form a National Socialist group or organization, and aid that organization and especially 
aid and propagate historical revisionism" - which he claims Myatt has undertaken. 


What Senholt neglects to mention is that Myatt promoted National Socialism for thirty years (1968-1998) not for the 
"6-18 months" of an Insight Role, and was a Muslim who supported Jihad for over ten years (1998-2009) not for the 
"6-18 months" of an Insight Role. 


Which places Senholt's claim into perspective. In addition, he does not mention the obvious facts that the O9A might 
have been inspired by the nature of Myatt's exeatic life to concoct such Insight Roles, and that Myatt's life does not 
include other suggested roles such as being an assassin and joining the police or the armed forces. 


Conclusion 


In summary, Senholt does not provide any evidential facts in regard to the urban tale that Myatt was/is Anton Long and 
founded the OYA. Instead, he commits the fallacy of incomplete evidence. That his work is often cited as 'proof' of that 
urban tale about Myatt being Anton Long provides another example of people committing the fallacy of appeal to 
authority.

It was also described in a 2016 article titled The O9A Manual Of Style, 


"AS mentioned to some correspondents over the years, those who are associated with the Falciferian O9A 
have had an 'ONA Manual of Style’ just as many older, established, newspapers (such as the Guardian and 
the New York Times) have their in-house manuals of style and usage. Such manuals are often updated every 
few decades, and are useful guides that enable printed items to have an ‘in-house’ style. Given the non- 
hierarchical structure and ethos of the O9A, the manual offers guidance, recommending best practice rather 
than giving rules which are expected be followed. 


The ONA manual deals not only with the specific - O9A assigned - meaning of certain words (such as nexion, 
presencing, mundanes, culling) but also with many other topics, such as (i) whether certain words - for 
example 'satanism' and 'satan' - should be with an upper or a lower case S, (ii) how titles and subtitles 
should appear (usually, and against current convention) with all words beginning with upper case), (iii) how 
footnotes should be numbered and displayed (usually numbered within curly brackets), (iv) how each page 
should be set out, (v) how texts should display the name of the author, and (vi) how the introduction to 
following paragraphs should be phrased, with suggestions ranging from 'However' to 'In addition’ to 'Thus'

Initially compiled by 'Anton Long' in the early 1990s, the manual has gone through several editions, with one 
of its main functions being inspired by what was once termed the Aquino fallacy."

Appendix V 
Goodrick-Clarke 


The work by Goodrick-Clarke titled Black Sun: Aryan Cults, Esoteric Nazism, and the Politics of Identity, published by 
NYU Press in 2003 has often been cited by academics and others in relation to Myatt and the Order of Nine Angles 
(O9A, ONA) with some, such as Massimo Introvigne, writing "that Long and Myatt were one and the same was 
confirmed by British scholar Nicholas Goodrick-Clarke (1953-2012) in his 2003 book Black Sun". {1} 


Among the many claims made by Goodrick-Clarke are that: 


° "the Nine Angles (ONA) was founded by David Myatt", p.216 

° "Myatt’s activity on the far-right political fringe proceeded in tandem with his deepening involvement with 
the black arts. In 1973 he met a woman who led the ONA, a small satanist-wicca group whose tradition and 
practices greatly excited his interest", p.217 

° "Myatt took over the order [ONA] and threw himself into the task of codifying and extending its teachings 
into a fully developed system of initiation and training for adeptship", p.217 

° "Myatt rejects the quasi-religious organization and ceremonial antics of the Church of Satan, the Temple of 
Set and other satanic groups", p.218 

° "Myatt was "a long time devotee of satanism", p.217 

° "the chief representative of Nazi satanism in Britain is David William Myatt", p.216 

° "the young Myatt made contact with a coven in Fenland the following summer and later joined secret 
groups in London practicing the magic of the Golden Dawn and Aleister Crowley," p.216 

° "The ONA possesses a graded hierarchy designed by Myatt—the Seven-Fold Way—for the training of 
satanists", p.219 


However, he provides no evidence whatsoever from primary sources for any of his claims regarding Myatt and the 

OYA, with an analysis of his book revealing that his claims are entirely based on his assumption that Myatt was the 
author of a typewritten 1992 manuscript titled Diablerie, Revelations of a Satanist a copy of which is in the British 

Library {2} and which author is given in that text as Anton Long. 


Goodrick-Clarke could, for example, have compared Myatt's life, documented in primary sources, with the life of the 
person described in Diablerie, with this lack of evidence from primary sources evident in incorrect assumptions such as 
that Myatt's middle name is William, and that Myatt first met Colin Jordan and joined Jordan's British Movement in 1969 
(p.217) and not in 1968 as such primary sources reveal. 


He thus unscholarly uses the name Myatt interchangeably with that of Anton Long, and unscholarly because he 
provides no evidential facts for such an assumption. 


Goodrick-Clarke also failed to mention relevant facts such as Myatt's 1970s arrest by the Yorkshire Regional Crime 
Squad, Myatt's subsequent criminal trial and conviction for organizing and leading a gang of thieves, and that Myatt's 
two terms of imprisonment were not, as Goodrick-Clarke claimed, both of six months. 


Written in 2003, Goodrick-Clarke's book also does not provide any comparisons between the writings of Myatt and the 
style of writing, and the claims made, in Diablerie. A useful comparison made, in respect of Diablerie, by another 
author, an extract from which is provided in the Appendix below. 


In conclusion, the fact that Goodrick-Clarke's book is and has been often cited as 'proof' regarding Myatt and the O9A, 
as in the case of Introvigne et al, provides another classic example of the fallacy of argumentum ad verecundiam, the 
fallacy of appeal to authority.

Content and Style 


In terms of content, Diablerie is unremarkable. The narrative is one of an arrogant, self-opinionated, pompous young 
man who professes to "posses the pride of Satan"; who takes an interest in Satanism; who hilariously sets out to do 
"evil deeds"; who smirks that he "would have to be ruthless"; who gloats that he "knew more about the Occult and 
magick than these people who performed ceremonial rituals after the Golden Dawn"; and whose "evil deeds" are lame 
or laughable or sound like the adventures of a frat boy. 


In terms of style, a lot of Diablerie differs quite markedly from the writings of Myatt dating from the 1980's and the 
1990's, and which writings from that period include his well-known text Vindex, Destiny of the West (published in 
1984) and his many articles about National Socialism, such as National-Socialism: Principles and Ideals (published in 
1991 and part of his fourteen volume Thormynd Press NS Series). 


Reading texts such as Vindex and National-Socialism: Principles and Ideals gives an appreciation of Myatt's early style; 
and this style is often detailed (some might say convoluted) and sometimes expressively direct, especially when he is 
writing about National Socialism. Consider the following, from his Vindex: 


"If an understanding of history implies an understanding of the present and a feeling for the future, then the 
work of the historian Arnold Toynbee is of great importance, for from his study of civilizations - and with the 
help of some of Oswald Spengler's insights - it is possible to construct a model of history that is fully in 
accord with scientific methodology and which predicts the future of the West." 


and this, from National-Socialism: Principles and Ideals: 


"One of the most fundamental principles of National-Socialism - expressing thus the wisdom of civilization - 
is that each individual is a part of, and has duties and obligations to, their folk or race. 


That is, that the individual is not an isolated being, concerned only with their own self-centred desires and 
feelings (including their own 'happiness' and material well-being), but rather belongs - and that this 
belonging, involving as it does duties and obligations toward their folk and thus the civilization that folk has 
created, is necessary for a healthy existence: of the individual, the folk and their civilization.... 


One of the most important truths that expresses the reality of civilization is that of race. Race is a 
representation of the natural order - of how evolution works, and how Nature, or the gods/God, are 
expressed, manifested or presenced on Earth." 


Contrast these with the following, from Diablerie: 


"Which boy could resist? So | went with him - to a brothel. Actually, it just looked like an ordinary house down 
an ordinary Singapore alley. The ladies were rather nice - and wore elegant silk sarongs.... 


| had both a light and a dark side. The dark side wanted to find its limits. | thought what it would be like to 
kill, to do dark deeds.... 


But always a Promethean fire, a Satanic spirit drove me on - toward something. What, | often did not know. 
But | had a belief in myself, an arrogance which | knew no one or anything could break. 


| possessed the pride of Satan.... The world was mine - if | chose to take it..... London called. There, it 
seemed, | might find the forbidden." 


The difference is obvious. The former are the words of an intellectual; the latter are the clipped sentences of the type 
often found in first-person ‘action’ novels or comic strips of the Dick Tracey type. It is as if Diablerie is pulp fiction, a 
first-person narrative of fictional anti-hero and evil Satanist, Anton Long, with - and importantly - some quotes from 
the writings of the real person who the author wants people to believe is the inspiration for his fictional Anton Long. 
Quotes inserted as 'background' for credibility, as the author of a crime novel inserts material gleaned from real crimes 
and real police investigations for credibility. In the case of Diablerie, some of the inserted material is most probably 
taken from Myatt's 1984 autobiographical memoir or from remembered conversations with Myatt himself, or from both. 


The rest of the inserted material being plagiarized from Myatt's political writings which already, by 1991, were quite 
extensive and widely distributed. 


Errors and Omissions 


Myatt's early years - for example his childhood in Africa and Asia - were first recounted by him in his 1984 
autobiographical memoir, a memoir which he used as the basis for part one of his Autobiographical Notes: Towards 
Identity and the Galactic Empire, written in 1990, first openly published in 1993 and mentioned and used as a source 
in Cosmic Reich: The Life and Thoughts of David Myatt, published by Renaissance Press, New Zealand, in 1995. If one 
compares these Notes with Anton Long's early years, as related in Diablerie, then it would appear as if the narrator of 
Diablerie is Myatt, or at least someone with a knowledge of Myatt's early life, a knowledge obtained from that memoir, 
those Notes, or remembered from a reading of that memoir or those Notes or from conversations with Myatt himself or 
remembered from all three. 


However, if the narrator was Myatt, then it is curious as to how many errors and omissions occur in the section of 
Diablerie devoted to Anton Long's early years. For instance, in the Notes Myatt writes that from around the age of 
thirteen, while abroad, he "studied ancient Greek, Latin, Chinese and Sanskrit", while Diablerie has Anton Long learning 
Greek and Latin in England at the age of fifteen (or maybe sixteen). 


Comparing Diablerie with Myngath - Myatt's official autobiography - the error and omissions regarding those early 
years are even more apparent, which leads to three possible conclusions. Firstly, that if Myatt was the narrator of 
Diablerie then in that work he lied about or falsified many facts and also invented stories about himself. Secondly, that 
the narrator of Diablerie was not Myatt but someone who knew him and co-operated with him in producing the pulp 
fiction narrative that is Diablerie. Thirdly, that the narrator of Diablerie was not Myatt but either someone who knew 
him (politically, or otherwise) or who had access to or had read the memoir or the Notes or both, and who produced 
the pulp fiction narrative that is Diablerie in order to create Anton Long, the myth, but who made mistakes when 
recalling material once read, and incorrectly remembered, or who was attempting from memory to describe parts of 
conversations of months or even years gone by. 


Motive and Author 


In terms of motive, | cannot conceive of Myatt, intellectual and poet {5}, a married man aged 41 at the time, depicting 
himself in the way Anton Long is depicted in that 1991 text Diablerie - as an arrogant, self-opinionated, pompous man 
who talks like some character in a Dick Tracey comic strip: "the world was mine - if | chose to take it ... London called." 
Not to mention using words straight out of a Star Wars movie - "the dark side". 


Neither can | conceive of Myatt creating such a two-dimensional wooden B-movie villain as the Anton Long of Diablerie 
is (or comes across as), as part of some elaborate ploy to create 'the Anton Long myth' and thus bolster the credentials 
of the Order of Nine Angles. The "perfection of evil" as Anton Long pompously claims to be in Diablerie? Certainly not. 


Surely the author of Breaking The Silence Down (written 1985) - with its depiction of Sapphic love and its believable 
main character Diane - could have come up with a better characterization of ‘Anton Long’. 


Given all this, and what | have mentioned above about style, content, errors and omissions, my conjecture is that 
Diablerie was written by Beesty Boy, aka 'Christos Beest', who at the time - 1991 - was a young man in his early 20's, 
a fan of Star Wars, had been involved with the ONA for several years, was working on his Sinister Tarot, was editor of 
Fenrir, and whose ONA booklet Antares: The Dark Rites of Venus, Coxland Press would publish two years later. In 
addition, he was at the time a personal friend of Myatt who encouraged his talent as a musician and painter.
